The Japanese troops defending the 
clty were forced to evacuate follow~ 
ing the revolt of the Peace Preserva~ 
tion Corps of the ‘East Hopel organisa- 
tion, Japanese Officials and mem- 
bers of the Government retreated to 
Tangshan. Many of them, unable to 
escape, are reported to have been ar- 
rested by the Peace Preservation 
Corps. 

Latest ‘reports state that the 29th 
Army entered the walled city of 
Tungchow this, afternoon about 1 
o'clock, when a large detachment 
under Divistonn) Commander Chno 
Teng-yu marched {nto the centre of 
the city and occupied all Government 
Offices. 

Later a party of Chinese worlers 
attached to the Peiping Telephone 
Company arrived at Tungchow and 
quickly repatred the damaged lines. —

Cunningham, who pro- 
secuted, withdrew = the larceny 
charges. 

Sub.-Insp, Cunningham said that 
on July 8 he went to the railway 
workshop, Chatham Road, and asked 
Winyard if he had any text books 
on locomotive cngincering in his 
house. ‘Winyard suid he ad and 
took him to hls house where the 
books were found in a cupboard and 
the blue prints and instruments, in 
his room. Mr, Smith identified the 
books as his property and instru- 
ments and blue prints as those, of 
the Railway company. 

Sub.-Insp. Cunningham, — cross~ 
examined, sald that on July 7 Win- 
yard’s house was searched under 
Warrant und documents and a type- 
writer removed. 

When asked about the books Win- 
yard showed no hesitation but toolc 
him straight to the cupboard, said 
Sub.-Insp. Cunningham. Winyard 
gave him the jmpression that the 
books belonged to Mr. Smith. On 
another visit Winyard mentioned 
that some of the books were his own 
and some belonged to Mr. Lambert, 
of the Railway. Of the 20 books 
removed four were returned as Mr. 
Smith could not Identity them. 

Sub.-Insp, Cunningham admittea 
that the visit to the house on July 
7 was sufficient warning to anyone 
with a guilty conscience, nnd as he 
did not call again until the next day, 
there were more than 24 hours in 
which to destroy anytifing incrimina- 
ting. . 

Mr. Smith said in evidence that 
he could identify the books by the 
coverings. Mr. ‘Lambert's books 
were paper-bound.

HOW “PEACE” 1S 
PRESERVED 


Japan's defence of her pro- 
yoeative actions in China might 
be regarded as humorous wer? 
the results of her aggression not 
xo tragic. The latest official 
statements.on the crisis depict. 
an attitude which, but for a 
similar frame of mind disclosed 
in previous upheavals, would be 
altogether difficult’ to compre- 
hend. .The Tokyo, Government 
asserts that it is continuing a 
policy of non-aggression and 
that jt has no territorial designs 
on China, If the flooding of the 
country with armed men and 
war equipment, followed up by 
positive acts of warfare, do not 
constitute aggression, the term 
can have no meaning. It is 
clear that, all thtough the piece, 
Japan has coveted five of China's 
Northern provinces and that her 
present actions are designed for 
the specific purpose of wresting 
these. from Chinese control. 
Again, if this does not represent 
territorial designs at the ex- 
pense of China, words mean 
nothing. Following these offi- 
cial declarations, we have Prince 
Konoye, the Prime Minister, 
telling the Diet that 
only object in sending troops 
into China is to preserve the 
peace of the Far Enst. At the 
very moment he was making 
this claim, Japanese’ planes were 
literally annihilating hundreds 
of Chinese soldiers merely be- 
cause they refused to be: dis- 
armed, in their own territory, 
by the forces of a fereign 
vader. Thus is “peace”. preserv- 
ed in the Far East! Backing 
up the other official spokesmen, 
the War Minister and the For- 
eign Minister. both sought to 
blame the present, crisis on anti- 
Japanese movements in China.

MILDMAY “BREACH” 


Nurse Wins Appeal 


Lords’ Majority Decision 
Against Baronet 


A remarkable career of Htlra- 
ton ended in the House of Lords 
to-day, when the appeal of Miss 
Emily Fender, In the case known 
as the “Mildmay breach sult” was 
allowed, : 


“ Miss Fender, a former State- 
registered nurse, of Holt, Dorset, 
had sued Sir Anthony St. John 
Mildmay, Bart, for breach of 
promise. The ense raised ‘the 
auestion—much discussed In 
legal clreles—whether damages 
can be awarded for breach of a 
conditional promise of marriage 
made between the date of a 
decree nisi for divorcee and the 
dato when that deeree Is maile 
nbsolute, si 


A King's Bench jury awarded 
Miss Fender £2,000, but the 
Judge, Mr, Justice Hawke, ac- 
cepted Sir Anthony's plea that 
the agreement to marry Miss 
Fender “if the decree | nist— 
obtained by his first wife—was 
made absolute’ was illegal and 
vold as being contrary to public 
pollcy, and declined to enter 
Judgment, 


The Court of Appeal upheld 
Mr, Justice Hawke, but now the 
House of Lords, by a mafority 
of three to two, have finally- 
given Judgment for Miss Fender, 

In view of such costly litica- 
tion, Miss Fender was allowed to- 
appeal as a “poor person.” 


The appeal was argued for five 
days before Lord Atkin, Lord 
Thankerton, Lord Russell of Kilo- 
wen, Lord Wright, and Lord Roche, 
who reserved their judgment until 
to-day, when judgment was entercd 
for Miss Fender for £2,000 and costs. 

Lord Atkin, delivering judgment 
to-day, sald that the question was 
whether a promise made by one 
spouse after a deerce nisi had been 
pronounced to marry a third party 
ufter the decree had been made 
absolute was void on the round of 
public policy. 


It was not without significance, he 
udded, that there was no judiclal 
nuthority on this matter. The 
nearest authority in the English 
Courts that hud been found consisted 
of two cases in 1908 which were not 
concerned with Ulvorce proceedings 
but decided that promises mnde by 
nomarried man io a) woman—who 
knew he was married—that he would 
marry her after the death of hus 
wife, were contrary to public policy 
and vold. 


On the question of public policy, 
Lord Atkin sald that from time to 
time judges of the highest reputation 
had uttered wrrnoing noles as to the 
danger of permitting Judicial 
fuaunals to roum unchecked in this 

cid. * < 


Mr. Justice Cave had said in 1891: 
—Publle policy Is ulways an unsafe 
and treqchcrous ground for legal de- 
clsion."" Lord Halsbury appeared to 
decide that the categories of public 
policy were closed. This view, how- 
ever, did not receive the express 
assent of the other members of the 
House of Lords, and {t ecemed to him 
{Lord Atkin) too rigid, =~ 


On the other hand, It fortified the 
serious warning that the doctrine 
could only be invoked in clear cases 
in which the harm to the public was 
incontestable. 


But there was no doubt that the 
rule existed. . 


The judgments of Mr. Justice 
Hawke ond jn the Court of Appeal 
were largely based on two cases In 
which a husband during the Hfetime 
of his wife had promised to marry 
another woman ‘on the death of hia 
wife. In the first case, Immoral re- 


v 


Intions followed the promise. in the 
second case, there was no statement 
that they did. 


SOLEMN OBLIGATIONS 


The Judges uppeared to have 
thought that a promise made in such 
circumstances tended to cause Im- 
moral relattons, They might be 
right, but he did not know whether 
that would fotlow us a rule, 


As to the suggestion that such a 
promise was bad, beeause it tended 
to induce the husband to murder his 
wife, he rejected that pround ale 
together, 


He thought, however, there was 
real substance in the objection that 
such o promise tended to produce 
conduct which violated the solemn 
obligations of married life, 


Tt could hardly be doubted that a 
betrothal to another vould almost 
necessarily interfere with, hamper, 
ond embarrass the muarried 
consortium which, on the hypothesis, 
was existing and would continue to 
exist. : : 


But what application, he asked, 
had this reasoning to circumstances 
that existed after decree nisi. Not 
only. were the parties not living to- 
fether, but they were not entitled 
to require that conjugal right should 
be restored. The consortium was 
broken, Of course, the state of 
imarriage existed until the decree 
nisi, but, the moral obligatlons and 
conditions of matringe had disap- 
peared, The parties were living 
apart,

In these — circumstances — what 
possible effect could a promise to 
marry a third person have by way 
of interference with matrimonial 
obligations, It appeared to him 
mercly fanciful to suggest that the 
public interests were being impaired. 

If a respectable man, whose wife 
had fled with the lodger, leaving the 
children in his charge, engaged him- 
sel€ to another respectable person to 
marry her as soon as he was free, no 
public interests suffered. In his 
Lordship's opinion, they benefited. 


It appeared Jamentable that the

He dismissed with some indication 
the idea that public policy -was to be 
Involved on the ground that such 
promises tended to immorality. 


PUBLIC INTEREST UNHARMED 


No doubt a promise to marry was 
one of the wenpons of the seducer, 
but no-one had sought to invalidate 
‘on this ground a promise to marry 
‘made by unmarried persons, and he 
was unuble to see why any different 
view should be taken of promise to 
marry which only differed tn respect 
of the period of six months or less 
which must clapse between promise 
and performance, ie 


Dealing with the consideration that 
such promises tended to prevent re- 
conclilation, Lord Atkin said that in 
an cnormus proportion of divorce 
cases when once a petitioner had got 
os far ns a decree nist no reconcllia- 
tion did or could take place. Tho 
number of decrees nit that were not 
‘made absolute In relation to those 
granted would be a minute fraction 
of 1 per cent. 


He therefore came to the con- 
clusion that to enforce a contract 
such os that under discussion would 
harm no public interest. It would 
leave all the obligations of marriage 
unimpaired, while the performance 
of the contract was innocent in ac- 
cordance with the’ policy of the law,

His Lordship attached importance 
to repelling, the attacks on such 
contructs, for he stemed to detect 
{a resurgence of ecclesiastical princip- 
les which at one time found favour 
with certain Judges when they had 
to deat with separation agreements, 
‘and which were finally repressed 
more than 100 years ago. 

‘It appeared wrong to assume that 
the doctrine of public policy applied 
fo any class of contract without re- 
gard to the public mischief on which 
the dectsion was, based. A the 
material circumstances which led to 
mischief were absent in the present 
vase, for after the decree nisi the 
hottom bad dropped out of marriage, 
The whole notion of any danger to 
public interests seemed fanciful and 
unreal, 

“Ror these reasons, I think that 
public policy demands: that these 
contracts should be enforced and that 
this appeal should be allowed and 
judgment entered for Miss Fender 
for the amount found by the jury.” 


TWO DISSENTING JUDGMENTS 


Judgments agreeing with Lord 
Atkin were delivered by Lord 
Thankerton and Lord: Wright, and 
dissenting judgments were given by 
Lord: Russell of Kilowen and Lord 
Roche. ; 

Lord Russell; in his Judgment, said 
that the gencrol rule of English law 
was that a married person could not, 
during the Hfe of his or her spouse, 
validly contract ‘to marry another 
person, But it was said that. this 
rule did nat apply if the contract 
were mide after decree nisi was 
pronounced in a suit between the 
spouses. For this alleged exception 
to the general rule no authority 
existed, It arose for decision for 
the first time in this case. 

It seemed to him that every argue 
ment for the appellant which depen- 
deduponth ¢ existance of a decree 
nist Was applicable to a case where 
the suit had not yet proceeded beyond 
the presentation of the petition, 

The decree nisi effected nothing. 
It did not dissolve the marriage. The 
parties were just as much man and 
wife us they were before. The duty 
und obligation to refrain from sexual 
intercourse with others surely con- 
tinued. To break i{ would be to 
commit adultery just as much as to 
marry‘another would be to commit 
bigamy. x 

He did not understand how the 
existence of a deeree nisi was really 
relevant or essential to this case. 
The parties at the time of the con- 
tract were either married or not. If 
they were marricd, could either of 
them, while still married, enter into 
on enforceable contract ta marry 
someone elsc? 

To say that the marriage status 
hig been kmpaired by the decree nist 
was language he did not understand. 
If It meant that the parties were less 
man and wife than they were before, 
it was simply untruc. 


“ON A SLIPPERY SLOPE” 


Until the marriage tle had in fact 
and jn law ceased to exist, and until 
the person In question had ceased to 
be a spouse, a contract by him or her 
to marry was a contract against 
public policy and morals, to the en- 
forcement of which the law would 
not lend Itself. 

In divorce proceedings, nothing 
wus final until the decree was made 
absolute, 

A contract by a spouse made in the 
course divorce proceedings to 
marry somcone clse must tend agninst 
reconciliation. He was of opinion 
that the contract in the present case 
was. unenforceable. The marriage 
bond remalned unimpaired until the 
deeree absolute, 

‘The institution of marriage had 
long been on o silppery slope, What 
was once a holy state enduring for 
the joint lives of the spouses was 
steadily assuming the characteristic 
of a contract or a “tenancy-nt-wil),” 

The obligations of married people, 
however, did not cease until in the 
eye of the Jaw-they ceased to be 
married, he concluded. 

The appeal was accordingly allow- 
ed by three to two, and judgment 
was entered for Miss Fender for the 
£2,000 awarded to her by the jury 
with costs.

IMPORTANCE OF RADIO 


The importance the government as- 
nsigns to radio 4s seen in the recent 
creation of a special radio depart- 
ment in the Ministry of Popular Cul- 
ture, formerly the Minlstry of Press 
and Propaganda, This division or- 


-ganises programmes for internal and 


foreign consumption. 


It intercepts foreign programme to 
learn what other countries are think~ 
jing and saying about Italy. Another 
and more delicate task is. interfer- 
ence with foreign stations which 
broadenst anti-Fasclst news. -It pre- 
parey and transmits programmes in 
practically all foreign Jnangunges with 
the express purpose of combatting 
anti-Fasclst propaganda abroad. 


The physical equipment will be 
considerably Increased. and impraved 
during the current year, A new stn- 
tlon described as the most powerful 
and .modern in the world will be 
erected at Pravo Smeraldo, outside 
Rome. It will be connected by un- 
derground cables with Palazzo Vene- 
ala (Mussolini's office), Palezzo Lit- 
torlo (headquarters of the Fascist 
Party), and via dell'Impero, the 
nvenue where reviews and demon~ 
strations are held. 


The new’ station will boast two 
transmitters of 100 K.W., two of 40 
K.W. and a fifth of 50 K.W, They 
will be used to transmit news to 
every continent and keep fn constant 
contact with the colonies. 


The stattons at Milan, Turin, 
Naples, Genoa and Bologna will be 
strengthened by additional power und 
new equipment, Smaller stations 
will be erected at strategic centres, 


The government also has ordered 
the construction of a fiect of “radio 
trucks’ which can transmit pro- 
grammes from out-of-the-way places. 

Fascist oMclals are of the opinion 
that the radio will play an important 
part in the next war ond Italy must 
be prepared.

' WHAT IT MAY 
YIELD 


Rapid Rise In. Steel 
'* Consumption 


INDUSTRY SHORT OF 
RAW MATERIAL 


The British Iron and Steel Cor- 


poration have opened a compaign for - 


the collection of old fron, 4 

By bringing Into the market. more 
of the fron and steel scrap. which 
accumulates In factories and homes, 
and on farms and country estates it 
Is hoped to mect the need for assur- 
Ing the flow of a raw material essen- 
tial to one of the nation's largest in- 
dustrics, and to. assist. the. stecl~ 
makers in playing their part in the 
National Defence programme, * ky 


Sust how much of this scrap 
material there is In the country is not 
known, but the Corporation is assured 
that there js.a prodigious quantity. 
}t is belicved, Indeed, that half a 
million tons or more a year may be 
forthcoming as the result of the cam- 
paign that begins this weck. 


MERCHANTS TO CO-OPERATE 


The Corporation has been assured 
of the co-operation of the scrap fron 
and steel merchunts in every dis- 
trict, and an appeal js being made 
to all who have old {ron to sell to get 
into touch with their local dealers. 

Ten tons of scrap, a Press repre- 
sentative was informed ‘will pro- 
vide about nine tons of finished stecl. 
The amount of steel necded for con~- 
sumption in this country is growing 
enormously, as the following figures 
show: , 


In 1929, the boom year, It was 
8,000,000 fons, : : 

In 1935, It was 8,250,000 tons, 

Last year, with the revival in 
trade, if rose to 10,000,000. ° 

This year, with the National” 
Defence Programme in operation, 
it will be, It is estimated, 11,500,- 
000,'and about: six million tons of 
scrap will be used to produce it. 


The alternative’.to remelting: old 
iron collected jn this country is to buy 
more scrap abroad at the Inflated 
prices which have resulted from the 
needs of ‘countries with no iron re- 
sources of thelr own. It Is Important, 
therefore, that the campaign should 
succeed, 


THE REDUCTION OF DUTY 


Satisfaction has been expressed b: 
the industry at the orders that hove 
been {fssued by the Treasury for re- 
ducing the rates of duty on certain 
classes of Iron and steel goods. 

“There ore two rensons for this 
feeling of satisfaction,” an authority 
stated. “The first is that the -all- 
round reduction of duty will not pro- 
mote any thing ilke o flood of tm- 

orts, because steel In such quantitics 
8 not available In other countries, 
but it will presumably help the im- 
port of one or two classes of stecl 

roducts such as steel bars and bil- 
ots, the shortage of which Js affect- 
ing certain consumers in this country. 

“And the second reason why steel 
merchants welcome ‘the reduction is 
that it very deliberately preserves the 
structure of the cartel, the Import 
Dutles Advisory Committce’s recom-

“STARING ANIMAL IN FACE” 

The maoullng incident was first 
described by Mr. RR. F. Levy, KC,, 
Borrow's counsel, who snid that 
Borrow, In the course of hls employ- 
ment, was crossing the stage to test 
some footlights when he recelved a 
blow in hls shoulder and {elt the lHon's 
claws penctrate his arm and shoulder. 

“¥1e was a couple of feet.from the 
enge,” sold Mr, Levy, “and the benst 
dragged him towards the cage, reared 
up on his hind legs and brought 
Borrow into such a position ‘that he 
was staring the animals In the face. 
‘Tt must have been a horrible experi- 
fence.” 

Mr, Justice Goddard: 
experience. 

DREAMING OF LIONS 

Mr. Levy sald that Borrow’'s face 
was ‘severely lacerated. There were 
also lacerations about his neck ond 
arms. 

The severing of a nerve had left him 
without any feellng in part of his {nce 
and the experience had greatly 
affected his nervous condition, 

He woke up at night dreaming that 
he was facing Nons and was still in a 
highly nervous state.

When passing he saw a man taking 
a bone from a Mon In one of the other 
enges and paused to watch,

about to go on when 1 was struck 
down on the shoulder and then lifted 
from the floor and hit ogainst the 
exercise cage,” Borrow said, 

“J screamed and felt the claws on 
my face, car and throat, There was 
more than one lion—one of them 
standing on his rear legs—and I was 
turned around to face the Hons.”

WORLD ECONOMIC 
PROBLEMS 


BRITISH INTEREST IN 
BELGIAN INQUIRY 


London, July 28. 

In n House of Commons anawer on 
the recent letter from ‘the King of 
the Belgians to hia Prime Minister on 
conerete economic study the Forelgn 
Seeretary said the Belglan Prime 
Minister undertook ‘he mission of 
enquiry into existing world economle 
conditions, to which reference is 
made in the letter from the King of 
the Belginns, nt the joint invitation 
of the French Government and of 
His Majesty's Government.

Japan's defence of her pro- 
vocative actions in China might 
be regarded as humorous «were 
the results of her aggression not 
so tragic. The Inatest official 
statements on the crisis depict 
an attitude which, but for a 
similar frame of mind disclosed 


in previous upheavals, would be} 


altogether difficult to compre- 
hend, The Tokyo Government 
asserts that it is continuing 3 
policy of non-aggression and 
that it has no territorial designs 
on China. If the flooding of the 
country with armed men and 
war equipment, followed up by 
positive acts of warfare, do not 
constitute aggression, the term 
can have no meaning. It is 
clear that, all through the piece, 
Japan has coveted five of China's 
Northern provinces and that her 
present actions are designed for 
the specifie purpose of wresting 
these from Chinese control. 
Again, if this does not represent 
territorial designs at the ex- 
pense of China, words mean 
nothing. Following these offi- 
cial declarations, we have Prince 
Konoye, the Prime Minister, 
telling the Diet that Japan's 
only object in sending troops 
into China is to preserve the 
peace of the Far East. At the 
very moment he was 
this claim, Japanese planes were 
literally annihilating hundreds 
of Chinese soldiers merely be- 
cause they refused to be dis- 
armed, in their own territory, 
by the forces of a foreign’ in- 
vader, Thus‘is “pence” preserv- 
ed in the Far East!’ Backing 
up the. other official ‘spokesmen, 
the War Minister and the’ For- 
eign. Minister both sought. to 
‘blame the present erials‘on anti- 
Japancse movements -in China. 
The point which is always avoid- 
ed in this connection is that if 
there is any marked  anti- 
Japanese sentiment in Chinn, it 
is preciscly of Japan's own 
making. All effects have causes, 
and the cause of China’s ill-fecl- 
ing towards Japan is to be found 
in the bolifcosity of ‘Japan's 
leaders, whose one aim is to dis- 
member .China. The tragedy of 
the situation is that: China, 
which has shown a. meastre of

OPIUM CASE 


NEGLIGENCE | PLEAS 
DISPUTED 


Several hours were added to the 
hearlng of the £10,000 oplum con- 
Ascntton case before Mr. Justice C. 
G, Alabaster thls morning when Mr. 
Potter sald he would have to repent 
his entlre opening to reply to a 
submission by defendant's Counsel 
that there was no case to answer. 


The claim in by the Bank of 
Taiwon, Ltd. and H. S. M. R. 
Kazerooni & Sons, merchants of 
Bushire, Persin for £10,000 for losa 
of n cargo of oplum which waa seized 
hy the Chinese Government at 
Shanghai In November, 1930, The 
defendants are Rickmers Rhederal 
A.G., owners of the s,s. Claus Rick- 
mers whose agents are accused of 
negligence in failing to. conform to 
Customs Regulations, a breach of 
which led to the confiscation. 


Mr. Eldon Potter x.¢., and Mr, H.

This concluded the evidence for the 
plaintiffs and Mr. Sheldon then rose 
to submit that there was no case for 
the defendants to answer.

Counsel sald his two points were, 
JQ1) there was Iterally no evidence of 
negligence; (2) assuming that there 
was evidence of negligence, there 
was no evidence that such negligence

In thelr pleadings,“defendants had 
admitted certain facts of the case, 
that the opium was taken on board, 
was destined for Dalren and was 
confiscated nt Shanghai. These facts 
brought the ense under the “Restraint 
of Princes” clause, = 


Mr, Potter, interjected to agree with 
the submission that on those facts 
alone the case would come under that 
heading. The plaintiffs went further, 
however, in alleging negligence which 
removed it from that hending. 


POINTS ANSWERED 


Enlarging on his first point, Mr, 
Sheldon sald the first breach of duty 
alleged was that defendants neglected 
to give advance notice in writing 
to the Chief Tide Surveyor of 
the urrival of the opum. If His 
Lordship ruled against the defen- 
dants on that point {t would be the 
first thne in English law that oa 
“request” to do something constituted 
a duty, fuilure In which amounted 
to a breach of duty. 


The second alleged negligent act 
Was that prior to the arrival of the 
ship a manifest was, Aled which did 
not mention the presence of opium. 
He submitted that Section 73 which 
allowed alterations or additions to 
be made to the manifest within 24 
hours of lodging the original, was 
sufMcicnt answer to that point. 


The third ground that they after 
the arrival of the ship, fled 
an additional manifest setting out 
the amount of opium carried and 
stating that it was oplum in trans- 
Shipment and the name of the on- 
carrying ship was unknown, he had 
never understood, 


His Lordship suggested that per- 
haps the fault lny in not filing the 
peo before the arrival of the 
ship. - 


Mr. Sheldon sald in that case, the 
point merely reverted to the same 
question of the manifest. 


Counsel added that if the case 
Was as consistent with negligence as 
it was with non-negligenee, it’ would 
be withdrawn from a Jury supposing 
they: were hearing it. Assuming 
thal negligence was found, there was 
no‘ evidence. that it caused or con- 
tributed to the loss and, defendants 
being within the exception of “Res- 
traint of Princes,” the onus was on 
plaintlffs to prove both the negligence 
and its effects. : 


No reason for the confiscation had 
been given in evidence and if the 
reason was not known, how could 
the Court say that defendant's negli- 
gence, if any, contributed to the con- 
fiscatlon? It could Wot be found If, 
for example, the authorities , had 
selzed the opjum because they sus- 
pected it was’to- Be smuggled ‘from 
Dairen to Indo-China, 


On these ground, Counsel submitt- 
ed that there was no case to answer.

Worlds Unknown 


Then he ts off again, visiting world 
atter world—worlds of noutilolds or 
“stipmen,” in which tho starboard- 
born become workers and the port: 
born masters, submarine worlds of 
huge filsh-men with crab-like partners 
riding in hollows behind thelr skulls, 
worlds of plantmen with slender 
trunks and leafy heads. 


And cach of these teeming worlds - 


is dying—mastly from greed or Ignore 
ance or sloth. As for tho plant-mon, 
‘an attractlye race, they perished from 
too much contemplation. “One by 
one tho blissful and no Jonger human 
inhabitants of that world passed from 
ecstasy to sickness, despondency, wn- 
comprehending bewllderment, and on 
to denth.”

OUNTAINS have no man- 
DM vrers—espectaty when. they 

happen to be the Himal- 
oyas, Such fendish winds and 
lashing blizzards blow on Everest 
that. the seasoned climber 
almost inclined to agree with the 
Tibotans and believe that ice gods 
and devils mock them from the 
great peaks. : : 


The weather defeated the 1933 
attempt, as Mr. Smythe reminds us ° 
in this splendidly written (but 
never overwritten) personal ac- 
count-of his adventures, which 
ends with the story of his final, 
unaccompanied assault on the last 
few hundred feet. 

Before he turned back, he 
shovelled a space in tho floury 
snow and looked round and down. 
“Tho carth was so far beneath, it 
seemed impossible I could ever re- 
goin it....Somervell's .descrip-. 
tlon of the scene ts simplest and 
best: ‘A god’s view.’” 


Yes, Everest beat him. But there 
is no bitterness in this superbly 
straightforward and exciting book,

They 
were also attracted by the beautiful 
waitresses and gambling. At frst 
they were given the drug free of 
charge but os soon as they became 
addicts they had to pay. - When they 
got into such condition, thelr praycr 
was “Glve us our white drug and 
narcotic pills." They would do any- 
thing to sotisfy their craving, even 
go without food to save cnough 
money to buy the drug. 

* Referring to Tientsin, he said 
conditions there were very much the 
same. Opium dens ‘and narcotic 
factories were springing up like 
mushrooms, 

“If you pass certaln hotels in the 
Japanese Concession,” he said, “you 
can smelf the opium odour just as 
surely as you can smel) the = strong 
odour of tropical frults in the Cen- 
tral Market. You may recollect that 
a few months ngo, it was reported in 
the Press continuously for many days 
that there were half o dozen or more 
floating corpses found dally in. Hai- 
ho River. Many theories were ex- 


pressed about the mystcrics of these’ 


corpses. Finally, the police found 
that at Ieast a number of the bodics 
were those of addicts, some of whom 
died in the ‘foreign firms’ and were 
removed from there and thrown into 
the river at night. There were also 
those who were still alive but weak, 
and they were sorely. thrown into 
the river, 


HARBIN EVEN WORSE 
"In Harbin, where I stopped for 
several days last yenr on my way 
to London, via Siberla,’the conditions 
were even worse. I imagine 30 per 
cent, of its Chinese and Russian 


population are~ addicts. 1 learned 


that they ure better’ protected by ‘the’ 


police, and thus have less chance of 
being charged os bandits or anti- 
Japanese clements. In other words, 
people are eficouraged to smoke. 
There ore hundreds of young 
Russians who are physically, mentale 
ly ond morally defective. One can 
notlce them by thelr pale, sicily- 
looking faces—dirty, filthy, tli-
